Shoes in sizes ranging 
from preschool size 8 all the 
way to men’s size 13 are read- 
ily available in the store’s 
shoe closet for students that 
are on assistance, including 
free and reduced lunch.

Boyne City Woman 
Arrested For 
Embezzlement 


EMMET COUNTY, MI. The 
Michigan 
State Police 
(MSP) Gay- 
lord was con- 
tacted in 
July 2021 by 
the owner of 
Matthews 


DAYNA ATKINS 


in Petoskey 
to investi- 
gate an al- 
leged embezzlement. The 
owner suspected an employee, 
49-year-old Dayna Michele 
Atkins from Boyne City, had 
been embezzling from his com- 
pany. 

Atkins was hired in 2018 as a 
bookkeeper for the company. 
She was also responsible for 
payroll. The owner recently 
discovered several discrepan- 
cies and after further re- 
search, he fired her on July 
19th. Atkins was hired at $20 
an hour, but had increased her 
wages to $30 an hour without 
authorization. Over the course 
of three years, it is estimated 
she embezzled over $74,000 in 
unauthorized wages. She also 
allegedly used to company 
credit card to purchase over 
$97,000 in personal items. The 
investigation also revealed 
several other ways Atkins was 
embezzling money from the 
company. The total loss for the 
company is estimated to be 
over $294,000. 

The investigation led to sev- 
eral search warrants being ex- 
ecuted for bank records and 
other documents. A report was 
turned over to the Emmet 
County Prosecutor’s Office 
fort review. An arrest warrant 
was issued for Atkins on Au- 
gust 6, 2021, and she was ar- 
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Atkins was arraigned yes- 
terday in the 90th District 
Court in Emmet County on 
two counts Embezzlement by 
Agent or Trustee $100,000 or 
more, three counts Using a 
Computer to Commit a Crime, 
one count Embezzlement by 
Agent or Trustee $20,000 or 
more, one count Tampering 
with Evidence, one count Em- 
bezzlement by Agent or 
Trustee $1,000 but less than 
$20,000 Third Offense, and Ha- 
bitual Offender Third Offense 
Notice. She was given a $75,000 
cash surety bond. Her next 
scheduled court appearance is 
on October 13, 2021, at 2:00 
p.m.

Directors 


Boyne City - Great Lakes 
Energy (GLE) members re- 
cently elected three board 
members to the coopera- 
tive’s board of directors. 
Election results were an- 
nounced at the cooperative’s 
annual business meeting on 
Aug. 25, 2021. 

Incumbent directors Mark 
Carson of Boyne City, and 
Paul Byl of Shelby were re- 
elected in districts 2 and 7. 
Challenger David Coveyou 
of Petoskey earned the seat 
for district 1. Coveyou over- 
took incumbent Paul Sche- 
manski of Petoskey and 
Carson edged out challenger 
Nathan Altman of Beaver Is- 
land. 

In voting district 1, Cov- 
eyou received 823 votes, 
Schemanski received 666 
votes. In voting district 2, 
Carson received 619 votes, 
Altman received 377 votes. In 
voting district 7, Byl received 
277 votes. 

GLE members in voting 
districts 1 (Emmet County), 2 
(Charlevoix and Cheboygan 
counties), and 7 (Muskegon 
and Oceana counties) re- 
ceived their mail-in ballot in 
the July/August issue of 
Michigan Country Lines 
magazine. Voters returned 
their ballots to a private CPA 
firm by Aug. 19 and results 
were announced Aug. 25 at 
the GLE annual meeting. 

Unlike investor-owned 
utilities, GLE is a not-for- 
profit business owned by its 
consumer-members. Board 
members are elected by 
members, not staff, with 
each member’s vote carrying 
equal weight. The coopera- 
tive conducts an annual 
meeting to update members 
on the progress made during 
the past year and to an- 
nounce the results of direc- 
tor elections. 

GLE provides electricity to 
roughly 120,000 rural mem- 
bers in 26 counties along the 
western side of the lower 
peninsula.

to the year 1776 when the Dec- 
laration of Independence was 


signed. 
911 was called immediately 


and Boyne City Police Depart- 


ment came to the memorial.

Photo courtesy of 


CHARLEVOIX COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS MEETING, AUGUST 25, 2021 


County makes changes how it is 
represented on 911 board

At the August 25 meeting, 
Charlevoix County Commis- 
sioners appointed represen- 
tatives to the 911 board, made 
a Road Commission appoint- 
ment, scheduled a public 
hearing for the general fund 
budget, and approved the re- 
lease of funds to purchase 
food vouchers for veterans. 

The 911 Interlocal Agree- 
ment is an agreement be- 
tween Charlevoix, Emmet 
and Cheboygan counties, 
that they will share the ex- 
pense and manpower to oper- 
ate a 911 center. In 1993, 
when the agreement was 
made two millages were put 
to the public, one to build the 
911 system and one to operate 
it. Only the initial building of 
the system mileage passed so 
the three counties have since 
found other ways to fund op- 
erations. Since its creation, 
the counties have been repre- 
sented in all decisions mak- 
ing by a board of one 
representative from the 
County Board of Commis- 
sioners, one from the town- 
ships and one from the cities 
and villages. 

Recently, Charlevoix 


County has decided to 
change how it is represented 
on the 911 Board and pre- 
sented an amendment for ap- 
proval to the other counties. 
“We decided at the county 
board level that we needed to 
take a much more active role 
in how this $10 million in- 
vestment is being run. We 
want to make sure this thing 
is working properly,” said 
Commissioner Chris Chris- 
tensen. Those appointed 
were Commissioner Scott 
Hankins, Sheriff Chuck Von- 
dra and Commissioner Chris 


Charlevoix County Commissioners appointed new representatives to the 911 board, 


Christensen. Alternates are 
Commissioner Shirley Roloff, 
Commissioner Robert Draves 
and undersheriff Todd 
Reeves. 

“There are problems at the 
911 Board, this is history re- 
peating itself so our involve- 
ment in this is going to be 
crucial,” pointed out County 
Human Resources Adminis- 
trator Kevin Shephard. “The 
township representative lit- 
erally didn’t make a full 
meeting for over a year and 
Charlevoix County was un- 
derrepresented, based on this 


fact (we decided to change 
how we are represented) now 
we will be fully represented, 
and another bonus is that we 
have an actual user of the 
(911) system that will be on 
that board” he said. 

Three applicants were con- 
sidered to fill a position on 
the County Road Commis- 
sion left vacant by Chuck 
Center. An invitation was ex- 
tended to all applicants to ad- 
dress the commissioners. 
None attended. A motion was 
made by Commissioner Ron 
Reinhardt, seconded by 


Shirley Roloff to appoint Pat 
Klooster as Road Commis- 
sioner until the end of Cen- 
ter’s six year term. 

A General Fund Budget 
public hearing was scheduled 
for the regular September 8 
meeting of the Charlevoix 
County Commissioners. 

Veterans Affairs Service 
Officer Kaylee Wells ap- 
proached the Commission re- 
questing funds for an event 
for all currently registered 
veterans. “We want to have 
some type of event for the 
veterans or remaining 
spouses that will be mostly 
informational,” said Wells. A 
presentation followed by din- 
ner where all veterans would 
be given a $50 food voucher is 
planned. “The reason we are 
doing this is because of all 
the mixed questions we get in 
our office. This will give peo- 
ple a chance to meet us and 
ask questions,” she said. 
There are 1,333 veterans reg- 
istered, a veterans affairs 
agency grant will pay for a 
little less than half of the 
vouchers. The Commission 
approved funds from the 
General Fund Veterans Mill- 
age to cover the remaining 
vouchers. 


Health Department issues order requiring masks in grades K-12 


Safety of children, 
Staff and in-person 
learning are goals 


On Friday, Aug. 27, the 
Health Department of North- 
west Michigan issued a Pub- 
lic Health Order requiring 
universal masking in grades 
K-12 for all school districts 
within the department’s four 
county jurisdiction of 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet 
and Otsego counties. The 
order requires all persons, re- 
gardless of vaccination status 
— students, staff and visitors — 
to properly and consistently 
wear a face mask while inside 
any enclosed building or 
structure of the institution. 

The order remains in effect 
until Health Department offi- 
cials determine that risk 
trends have consistently im- 
proved, using such indicators 
as transmission level, vacci- 
nation coverage, hospital ca- 
pacity, and public health 
capacity. This order is issued 
pursuant to the Michigan 
Public Health Code, MCL 
833.2451 and 333.2453, as well 
as R. 325.175(4), which is an 
administrative rule promul- 
gated by the Michigan De- 
partment of Health and 
Human Services pursuant to 
MCL 883.2226(d). 

“Local public health de- 
partments have a duty to pro- 


tect the public’s health,” said 
Lisa Peacock, Health Officer. 
“After thoughtful considera- 
tion, we took this action due 
to several key factors, with 
the number one goal of help- 
ing schools maintain in-per- 
son learning in a safe and 
healthy environment,” she 
said. 

Between August 8 - 27, the 
Health Department of North- 
west Michigan reported 536 
total cases of COVID-19 and 9 
deaths — an increase of 425% 
compared to 102 cases in July. 
The Delta variant, the most 
common strain of COVID-19 
in Michigan, is highly trans- 
missible and the risk of 
transmission remains ele- 
vated among unvaccinated 
persons in schools. 

In addition to the large in- 
crease in the number of 
cases, local hospital authori- 
ties are reporting a sharp 
uptick in COVID-19 cases, re- 
sulting in a strain on capacity 
including limited ICU beds, 
extremely long wait times in 
emergency departments, and 
lacking capacity to fully 
serve ALL patients, some- 
times necessitating ambu- 
lance transport of patients to 
downstate hospitals which 
further strains local EMS ca- 
pacity. 

“The most effective way to 
prevent transmission in 
schools is to support being 
vaccinated,” said Dr. Josh 
Meyerson, Medical Director. 
“Achieving high levels of 
COVID-19 vaccination among 
eligible students, as well as 
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teachers, staff, and household 
members, is the most critical 
strategy to help schools stay 
open safely. Students 
younger than 12 years of age 
are currently ineligible to re- 
ceive the vaccination. Mask- 
ing, along with other 
mitigation measures, can pre- 
vent a significant number of 
new infections among stu- 
dents, secondary cases in 
their households, and reduce 
the number of missed days of 
school due to illness, isola- 
tion, or quarantine,” Dr. Mey- 
erson said. 

In addition to personal pro- 
tection from others, a face 
mask captures the mask 
wearer’s exhaled respiratory 
droplets and aerosols that 
may contain the virus from 
being breathed in by others. 
Given that the virus can 
spread from infected people 
who do not appear sick, 
masks remain essential to 
everyone. In addition to 
masks and vaccination, a lay- 
ered protection strategy 
helps ensure a healthy learn- 
ing environment, allowing 
students the best chance to 
remain healthy and physi- 
cally present in the class- 
room setting. 

This order is consistent 
with the recommendations 
from the Center for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC), the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services (MDHHS), the 
American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics and the American 
Academy of Family Physi- 


cians for indoor face masks 
for all teachers, staff, stu- 
dents, and visitors to K-12 
schools, regardless of vacci- 
nation status. Health depart- 
ment officials also support 
the CDC and MDHHS recom- 
mendations that everyone — 
fully vaccinated and unvacci- 
nated — wear a mask indoors 
in public if in an area of sub- 
stantial or high community 
transmission. The order is 
also consistent with and as- 
sists schools in complying 
with their statutory obliga- 
tion to provide for the safety 
and welfare of pupils while at 
school or a school sponsored 
activity or while enroute to 
or from school or a school- 
sponsored activity. 

The health department is 
offering free COVID-19 test- 
ing with the support of 
HONU lab. The test is free, 
and no doctor’s order is re- 
quired. Pre-registration is not 
required, but it is recom- 
mended to reduce time spent 
at the testing clinic, and 
walk-ins are welcome. Test- 
ing is available:

City Manager responds to questions by residents 


CITY COMMISSION MEETING, AUGUST 24, 2021

BOYNE CITY - The Au- 
gust 24 Boyne City Commis- 
sion meeting began with 
City Manager, Michael Cain 
reading a prepared response 
to questions posed by resi- 
dents at recent City Com- 
mission meetings. A 
presentation on short term 
rentals instigated a lot of 
public comment, approved 
fencing for the Veteran’s 
Memorial, approved amend- 
ments to the Future Land 
Use Map, approved the pur- 
chase of EMS equipment, 
and an audience member ac- 
cused the commission of 
being devious in its proce- 
dures. 

In a prepared response, 
City Manager Cain ad- 
dressed questions about the 
commission’s meeting 
schedule, possible conflicts 
of interest, his car al- 
lowance, the housing com- 
mission structure, city 
sidewalks, EMS, city owned 
building’s improvement con- 
tracts, how Marina money 
can and cannot be spent, the 
agenda posting process, 
staffing and wages, flags re- 
placed at the memorial and 
a request that the city take 
care of its residents, not vis- 
itors. To this Cain encour- 
aged people to review a list 
of major accomplishment 
and proposed projects and 
expenses located in the front 
of each annual budget note- 
book which can be found on- 
line, at city hall and at the 
library. “I believe you will 
find that the vast majority 
of projects are for the bene- 
fit of our residents,” he said. 
His complete reading of the 
response can be found in 
this paper. 

In an update presentation 
on Short Term Rentals by 
City Planning Director Scott 
McPherson, he stated that to 
address the housing short- 
age issue an examination of 
short-term rentals and their 
impact on the community 
was budgeted into the 2021- 
2022 budget. Asa first step 
to do that, Granicus (for- 
mally known as Host Com- 
pliance) was engaged to give 
a free assessment of the 
number of short-term 
rentals in the city and later 
contracted to create an in- 
ventory of them. Based on 


an estimated 221 STR’s, the 
city has paid Granicus 
$6,298.50 to create the inven- 
tory. McPherson reported 
that the project is underway 
as of August 12th including 
staff training on how to ac- 
cess the data. A presenta- 
tion will come before the 
Commission after the infor- 
mation is integrated into the 
city’s GIS system. In the 
public comment that fol- 
lowed residents requested 
that the commission look at 
the positive impacts of STR. 
“T feel like you are trying to 


blame the lack of affordable 
housing on Short-Term 
Rentals,” began resident 
Teri Derck. “Many if not all 
of the other run-down 
houses in this city have been 
purchased and refur- 
bished.... Adding new roofs 
and windows is expensive 
and having the option to col- 
lect rental income to offset 
these costs has allowed for 
the improvements to many 
homes in this city.” Resi- 
dent Auska Barden sug- 
gested that an examination 
of the positive effects of 


STR’s be conducted, “to give 
a fair and balanced deci- 
sion.” Resident Marty 
Moody questioned the main 
objective for the inventory. 
“,.to increase revenue for 
the city? Solve nuisance is- 
sues?” He reminded the 
commission that ordinances 
are already in place to regu- 
late STR. “...so yow’re trying 
to regulate your regula- 
tions?” Resident Jack Cul- 
vier urged that STR should 
be treated like any other 
property. “If you have one 
that is a problem deal with it

as a problem like you would 
any other house in town.” 
McPherson explained that 
positive and negative im- 


pacts are being investigated. 


“Tt’s true STR’s have an eco- 
nomic impact on the city. 
Are we having an influx 
with our primary homes or 
the 600 condo units (where 
80% are 2nd homes) in the 
city where it’s been for 
years and years? We need to 
know where they are,” he 
explained. Commissioner 
Ron Grunch stated that he 
didn’t think the commission 


should be trying to manage 
the rental business while 
Commissioner Dean 
Solomon stated that “One of 
the issues with this is that 
nobody on either side is 
wrong.” He then explained 
that he believed it was a 
community issue with a lot 
of different perspectives and 
that it needed to be worked 
out in “a process that en- 
gages and involves resi- 
dents.” 

Fencing to establish the 
boundaries of the Veteran’s 
Memorial was approved. ”I 
know there is some tension 
between the Memorial and 
the people in the park and 
this is a good remedy for 
that,” commented Commis- 
sioner Hugh Conklin. The 
Park that encompasses the 
memorial was donated to 
the city by the American Le- 
gion many years ago. Except 
a 30X30 piece that houses 
the Memorial. 

Amendments to a Future 
Land Use Map for the City’s 
Master Plan was approved. 
The map was updated to re- 
flect the zoning changes and 
land acquisition since 2015. 

The purchase of five car- 
diac monitor/defibrillators 
was approved. The current 
monitors are old and no 
longer supported by the 
manufacturer. The expense 
for the equipment will be 
shared with the Boyne Val- 
ley Township Board. 

During the opening public 
comment, resident Chet 
Falkowski expressed suspi- 
cion of deviousness on the 
part of the commission. He 
compared the postponing of 
decisions on rezoning from 
August until October, “out 
of an over-abundance of 
caution and transparency,” 
to the quickly passed salary 
raise of the City Manager. 
“You chose to ignore the 
many objections and re- 
quests from Boyne City resi- 
dents to postpone the 
decision on city manager 
compensation. Both at the 
commission meeting, and on 
local social media, concerns 
were voiced for the very 
same reasons stated for 
waiting on the rezoning 
issue,” said Falkowski. 


Response from City Manager Michael Cain 


This is a response from city 
manager Michael Cain on ques- 
tions posed by residents at recent 
City Commission meetings. Cain 
read this response at the August 
24, 2021 Boyne City commission 
meeting. 


MEETING SCHEDULE: 


City Commission has had meet- 
ings at noon and 7:00 p.m. for well 
over 380 years in an effort to give 
more people the opportunity to at- 
tend a meeting no matter what 
their schedule. The meeting 
schedule is approved once a year 
at a public City Commission meet- 
ing in accordance with the Michi- 
gan Open Meetings Act. On 
November 16, 1999 the then City 
Commission voted to switch from 
weekly meetings to twice a month 
meetings to be held the second 
Tuesday of the month at 7:00 p.m. 
and the fourth Tuesday of the 
month at noon. That schedule has 
been pretty much maintained 
since then. 


ADDRESSES: 


Addresses shown on the City 
website for board and commission 
members reflect their preferred 
mailing address, not necessarily 
home addresses. I have lived in 
the City since 2003. The City Man- 
ager is required to sit on three 
boards, the DDA, the LDFA and 
the EDC. I am also the main staff 
liaison to the Airport Board and 
City Commission. That is not a 
conflict of interest, it is part of 
the job. The City Manager’s car 
allowance is a common negotiated 
provision in the City Management 
profession and has been in effect 
since I was hired in 2002. 


HOUSING COMMISSION: 


Although originally created by 
the City of Boyne City the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development has made it very 
clear to the City that other than 


making required appointments to 
their Board the City is to not be 
involved in its operations. There 
is only one person on Hemlock 
Street on the Housing Commis- 
sion. The address was repeated in 
error and has been corrected. The 
City Attorney has determined, 
years ago, that the City Manager 
is to make the appointments to 
their governing board. The City 
collects no tax revenues on the 
Housing Commission properties. 
As a pretty much independent or- 
ganization in their day to day op- 
erations they maintain their own 
website and distribute their own 
agendas and minutes, much like 
the independent District Library 
Board that we also appoint some 
of its members to. 


SIDEWALKS: 


It is my understanding that rep- 
resentatives of the Housing Com- 
mission have responded to Chet 
F’s sidewalk questions by noting 
the difficulty in creating a side- 
walk on the north side of Division 
Street between their parking lot 
and Park Street due to the grade 
of the land there and have pro- 
vided a reasonable accommoda- 
tion using the existing and 
year-round maintained walkways 
between Deer Meadows and Park 
Streets and going through Litzen- 
burger. 


EMS. 


The City’s ambulance system is 
funded thru a combination of 
user fees and local government 
(City and Townships) subsidies to 
cover annual shortfalls. Unlike 
many Townships the City has no 
separate EMS millage and hasn’t 
for at least 20 years. 

At the beginning of the year 
there was discussion about a pos- 
sible countywide EMS system. 
This idea has been explored sev- 
eral times during the last 20 
years. The recent discussions 


came to an end for the time being 
several months ago when the 
communities served by the City of 
Charlevoix EMS system decided 
to withdraw from the discussion 
and create their own authority, 
which recently began operations. 
The City’s current system is less 
costly to operate than either the 
Jordan Valley or Charlevoix au- 
thorities. While we keep looking 
for ways for the systems to work 
together going forward nothing 
concrete has developed at this 
time. 


RIVER MOUTH RESTROOMS 
APPROVAL. 


At their January 12th meeting 
the City Commission approved 
working directly with Kroondyk 
Construction to develop a con- 
tract for improvements to both 
the River mouth restrooms and 
the Old City Park Gazebo. We had 
gone out for bids on the restroom 
and pavilion projects, which the 
City rejected because they were 
priced too high. We then sought 
out other local other options and 
ended up working with Kroondyk 
to determine if better prices could 
be obtained. He ended up provid- 
ing a lower cost, high quality pro- 
posal so the Pavilion project could 
be completed. That worked out re- 
ally well and the same rationale 
applied for the River mouth rest- 
room and gazebo projects. Those 
contracts were ultimately ap- 
proved by the City Commission at 
their February 9th meeting. While 
the rest rooms reopened a little 
over a week ago, items like the re- 
roofing, which will be done in co- 
ordination with the new peak roof 
going on the pumphouse portion 
of the building as part of that 
project, are anticipated to be done 
this fall. 


COMMISSION PAY. 


The City Commissioners have 


been paid $2,700 per year, with the 
exception of the Mayor, who re- 
ceives $3,270 per year, since 2017. 
A Compensation Commission was 
established under State law to re- 
view Commissioner pay in the 
late 1990’s. In 1997 the Compensa- 
tion Commission changed the 
basis of pay from per meeting to 
annual with the thought that 
there was more to being a Com- 
missioner that just attending the 
meetings. It has remained that 
way since. 


USE MARINA MONEY 
FOR HOUSING. 


As currently proposed those 
are both important but separate 
issues. Consistent with City Com- 
mission direction from many 
years ago, the marina project has 
been designed to be self-support- 
ing using funds from users and 
grants to pay for the project 
rather than general tax dollars. 
The Waterways grant and fees 
paid by users of the marina are 
not allowed or appropriate for use 
on Housing projects. The pro- 
posed marina project does not 
take away money from housing 
projects. 


AGENDA POSTING PROCESS. 


The agenda and the full packet 
the City Commissioners receive 
for the City Commission meetings 
are generally posted late in the af- 
ternoon of the Friday before the 
Tuesday meeting. Any revisions 
are posted on-line as they are 
made. 

Items to be considered for a 
City Commission meeting are to 
be provided to the City Clerk by 
noon on the Wednesday preceding 
the next regular meeting. 

The City Manager reviews all 
items submitted to determine if 
they will be included on the 
agenda. The City Manager in- 
forms the Commission of items 


not included. The Commission 
may add items to the agenda by 
action of the City Commission at 
a meeting. 

Commission procedures also 
provide that questions raised on 
non-agenda items will not be an- 
swered by the Commission, but 
will be referred to the City Man- 
ager of City Staff for followup. 

Take care of residents, not visi- 
tors. I would encourage people to 
review the list of major accom- 
plished and proposed projects/ex- 
penses that are included in my 
letter that are in the front of each 
annual budget notebook. They are 
available on line, at City Hall with 
the most current one also at the 
Library. I believe you will find 
that the vast majority of projects 
are for the benefit of our resi- 
dents. Even when projects may 
also benefit visitors, like the pur- 
chase and improvements to the 
Open Space or Marina, those also 
strengthen our own local econ- 
omy and help support jobs for our 
residents or those in our area. 


STAFFING/WAGES. 


No DPW, or other employees, 
have been laid off since at least 
late 2002, even during the eco- 
nomic downturn around 2008-10. 
All full-time employees received 
raises each of the last two years. 


MEMORIAL FLAG ISSUES. 


The meeting with the veterans 
about flags at the memorial was 
tied to the 2nd removal of the 
American flag and its replace- 
ment with another flag. If the 
American flag had not been re- 
moved again, the meeting would 
not have been scheduled. It was 
not the result of any speaker’s 
comments who came before the 
City Commission.

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Charlevoix man admits throwing Molotov cocktail Into house

KeNen Michael-Damian 
Borths, 25, Charlevoix, 
pleaded guilty this morning 
in the 38rd Circuit Court to 
sending or delivering an ex- 
plosive device causing prop- 
erty damage with the intent 
to frighten, terrorize, intimi- 
date, threaten, harass, injure 
or kill. 

That offense carries a 
maximum penalty of 20 
years in prison. Borths also 
pleaded to lying to a police 
officer in the investigation of 
a violent crime, a four-year 


felony. 

He will be sentenced on 
October 8. 

According to a police affi- 
davit in the case, on August 
8, 2020, at approximately 
11:30 p.m., City of Charlevoix 
police responded to a report 
of a possible gas leak and ex- 
plosion on May Street in 
Charlevoix. 

According to the victims, 
an explosive device was 
thrown into their home. Po- 
lice discovered a “Molotov 
cocktail” consisting of a bro- 
ken rum bottle with a par- 
tially burned towel inside 
and a strong smell of gaso- 
line in the house. 


The investigation turned 
to Borths when a witness in- 
dicated that Borths was 
upset with the adult son of 
the May Street home’s resi- 
dents. Later another witness 
admitted that he had been 
with Borths on August 8 and 
that Borths had purchased a 
bottle of rum, later smelled 
of gas and that he had 
dropped Borths off near the 
scene of the crime. 

Initially Borths denied 
any involvement, but ina 
later interview admitted that 
he had poured rum out of a 
bottle, poured gasoline into 
it and put a towel in it and lit 
the towel on fire. Borths said 


he had put out the fire before 

throwing the bottle through 

the May Street residence. 
Borths was initially 


charged with two counts of 
assault with intent to mur- 
der, which carries a maxi- 
mum penalty of life in 
prison. Trial was scheduled 
to begin today. 

“T want to thank law en- 
forcement for their work on 
this case,” Mary Farrell, 
Charlevoix County Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney said. 
“The City of Charlevoix Po- 
lice Department and the 
Charlevoix County Sheriffs 
Office conducted an excel- 
lent investigation and were 
assisted by the Michigan 
State Police, the FBI and the 
Secret Service.” 


Traverse City Man Arrested For Carrying A Concealed Weapon 
And Possessing An Unregistered Handgun 


CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, 
MI. On Thursday, August 26, 
2021, at approximately 9:24 
p.m. a trooper from the 
Michigan State Police (MSP) 
Gaylord Post stopped a vehi- 
cle for an equipment viola- 
tion on US-31 near Big Rock 
in Hayes Township. The 
trooper noticed a rifle case 
on the floor in the rear pas- 
senger area. When he asked 
the driver, a 40-year-old Tra- 
verse City man, if there were 
any guns or knives in the ve- 
hicle, the driver hesitated 
and then stated he had a pis- 
tol in the vehicle. The man 
lifted his shirt to reveal a 


handgun tucked inside his 
waistband. The man did not 
have a permit to carry a con- 
cealed weapon. Further in- 


vestigation revealed the 
handgun did not have a se- 
rial number on it and it was 
not registered. The handgun 


was assembled by parts pur- 
chased separately, also 
known as a “ghost gun” be- 
cause it does not have a se- 


rial number and cannot be 
traced. The kits are widely 
available and can be pur- 
chased by anyone, including 
prohibited purchasers with- 
out a background check. 

The driver was placed 
under arrest and lodged in 
the Charlevoix County Jail 
awaiting arraignment for 
carrying a concealed weapon 
and possessing an unregis- 
tered handgun. 


Housing survey brings focus barriers and solutions 


A new survey from Hous- 
ing North of more than 200 
employers and workers 
across Northwest Michigan 
shows housing continues to 
be a challenge to growing 
the regional economy - but 
also indicates solid support 
for public and private initia- 
tives to expand housing op- 
tions. 

More than three quarters 
of the survey respondents 
across the 10-county region 
said they knew of someone 
who couldn’t relocate to 
Northern Michigan because 
of the difficulties in finding 
housing. Almost half said it 
was “very difficult” to secure 
housing, with the greatest 
challenges in Charlevoix, 
Emmet and Grand Traverse 
counties. 

“We decided we wanted to 
learn more about the hous- 
ing needs in our region by 
hearing directly from em- 
ployers and workers,” said 
Yarrow Brown, Executive 


Director of Housing North. 
“Housing is one of the 
biggest challenges facing our 
region and impacts so many 
of our businesses. We 
wanted employers and their 
employees to know that we 
hear them and are working 
toward solutions.” 

The survey idea resulted 
from a stakeholder event for 
business and community 
leaders hosted in June by 
Housing North. Housing 
North also asked for the sur- 
vey to be shared with the 
employees and associates of 
the participants of this 
stakeholder event. When em- 
ployers were asked for the 
biggest challenges to creat- 
ing more housing for their 
employees the top three re- 
sponses were the shortage of 
affordable housing, the com- 
peting demand from short 
term rentals, and lack of 
housing options. 

Brown said the group was 
able to agree on a collective 


vision statement for tackling 
the region’s housing chal- 
lenges seeking: “A pool of 
available housing options at 
a variety of price points that 
are affordable for the aver- 
age working person and full- 
time residents, including 
retirees. A common theme 
was that we need to focus on 
solutions and actions that 
move the needle on housing 
in our region,” Brown said. 

Brown was encouraged by 
the level of support shown in 
the survey for collaborative 
and legislative efforts to ex- 
pand the housing market. 
Some 58 percent of respon- 
dents said they would con- 
sider investing in 
community-based housing 
collaboratives, while only 7 
percent said they would not. 
Almost 50 percent said they 
would consider investing in 
a regional housing fund to 
help their workers secure 
housing. 

Another 45 percent said 


they would consider invest- 
ing in housing through tax 
credits included in the Em- 
ployer Housing Tax Credit 
legislation introduced ear- 
lier this year in the Michigan 
Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives. That legislation 
and other related housing 
bills are supported by the 
Michigan Housing Coalition, 
a state-wide group of hous- 
ing advocacy organizations 
that includes Housing North. 
The bills were passed by the 
Senate this summer and are 
pending in the state House. 
More than half of the em- 
ployers that responded indi- 
cated the lack of affordable 
housing options is the 
biggest housing challenge in 
their service area. Survey re- 
sults also showed that re- 
spondents in Charlevoix, 
Emmet and Antrim counties 
encountered the longest 
commutes from home to 
work, led by Antrim County 
residents with an average of 


25 miles. 

“Housing North is com- 
mitted to working with pri- 
vate and public partners on 
initiatives that can help to 
bring more housing to our 
region, including opportuni- 
ties for employers to invest 
in housing if they so 
choose,” Brown said. “We’re 
also committed to continu- 
ing our work with local units 
of government to become 
more ‘housing ready’ and 
offer clear guidance on what 
they can do to help with 
housing solutions.”
